The Inw makers are having some trouble to decide just how 


10 classify Ihe automobile wilh reference lo its practical ulil- 
ilv. 
There is, of course, no question about the auto truck, 


which is as essential today as any kind of vehicle in use, and 
the same is Irue of many of the lighter molor cars. But (here 
are thousands of Iliesc cars used for pleasure purposes only, 
and in their manufacture great quantities of. steel are used 
which are needed for other purposes. 
For this reason it has 


been proposed to limit Ihe production of what may be called 
pleasure cars. 


The proposed slep is disturbing to the manufacturers and 


11 is not unnatural that (hey should be strongly opposed to il. 
But the fact is thai under present conditions there must be 
(curtailment in many directions in order thai the government 
may be properly supplied wilh foods and materials for war 
purposes. 
The people are obliged lo curtail in the use of 


wheat, sugar, and oilier things, and they are doing^his with 
less compiainl lhan mighi have been expected. Now if (here 
is not enough steel for ship building and other war uses, and 
also enough to keep Ihe automobile business at its normal 
level, it would seem lo be clear that (he manufacture of motor 
cars designed for pleasure uses should be curlailed until con- 
ditions are dilTerent. 


While it is Irue that many light automobiles are used by 


doctors and others for purely business purposes, il slill re- 
mains true Hint thousands of them are used for pleasure pur- 
poses alone. The roads are covered wilh these vehicles whose 
occupants are out for pleasure only, as they have a perfect 
right to be. There is no more harm in riding in an automobile, 
than (here is in riding in a buggy, and no one claims that there, 
is 
But Ihe government must have steel in tremendous quan-, 


lilies u n t i l the war ends, and if there is not enough lor all pur-; 
poses il should not lake long lo decide where curtailment 
should begin.

The automobile is a very useful and very popular vehicle/ 


bul to insist upon its unlimited manufacture when the steel 
consumed is needed for still more important purposes would 
be both seliish and unpatriotic. The men who have Ihe regu-, 
lalion of this matter in hand may be trusted to work no un- 
necessary hardship on the manufacturers or users of automo- 
biles. 
But the needs of the government must come first and 


if il is found necessary to lessen (he production of pleasure cars 
there should be no complaint. And there will be no compiainl 
from those who realize that the first great work of this coun- 
try is to win the war, and (hat it is Ihe duly of all to bow 
gracefully lo (be necessary sacrifices in whatever form the 
tic-maud may come.
